CONGRESS AND THE CHINESE. 


Congress will in all probability ad- 
adjourned to-night at 6 r. u., and as 
yet the dispatches have not informed 
us of decisive action on the Chinese 
question. It has been expected, how- 
ever, that such action would be had be- 
fore adjournment. The committee on 
education and labor, reported a bill 
which restrict the number of mongo- 
lians to be landed from any one ves- 
sel to fifteen. Willis was recognized 
by Speaker Randall, for the purpose 
of moving a suspension of the rules 
and passing the bill. Speaker Randall 
has also afforded like recognition to 
Messrs. Page and Davis, of California. 
The programme indicated that if 
Willis failed to carry his motion Page 
or Davis would meve to concur in the 
Senate resolution advising President 
Hayes to restrict Chinese immigration 
by direct negotiations and modifica- 
tions of the Burlingame treaty. It 
would have been very unfortunate if 
under the existing feeling, Congress 
should fail to notice the only claim 
which Western people have made. 
There is a desperate class, and there 
is an honest class, now suffering from 
the Chinese presence among us. A 
concurrence in the Senate resolution 
will probably be the means of import- 
ant modifications, and we are glad to 
notice that the House has cndorsed 
the resolution. Should it prove im- 
operative we may have trouble on the 
Pacific coast. The evil of Chinese im- 
migration is admitted; and honest 
white men have a right to demand its 
correction,

Shooting Affray in Eureka. 

In Eureka, June 17th.—At about 
9:30 o'clock on Sunday night, on the 
arrival of the train from Palisade, Ed. 
Rickar, conductor on the Eureka and 
Palisade railroad, was shot by Alf. 
Chartz,one of the lessees of the Eureka 


Republican newspaper. The difficulty 
occurred in front of the Internatiopval 
hotel just as the bus drove from the 
depot, Rickar was on the bus and 
Chartz seems to have been lying in 
wait for him. The difficulty grew out 
of personal items in the Republican 
which were distastefulto Ricker. He 
had requested the publishers of the 
paper to cease the publication of his 
name, but they would not nor did not 
desist. On Saturday reference was 
made to the forthcoming marriage of 
Rickar to a young lady of Eureka. 
This exasperated Rickar, and he sent 
a note to Chartz, saying in substance: 
“You cruoked-legged son-of-a—, if 
you allow my name to go into your 
dirty blackmailing sheet again, I will 
churn you until you can’t see. This 
note was sent Sunday morning. Dur- 
ing the day Chartz showed the letter 
to several parties, and talked of a difi- 
culty with Rickar on his return from 
Palisade in the evening. As the bus 
drew up Rickar, who was on the out- 
side, jumped to the ground. He was 
immediately — by Chartz and 
some words passed about a settlement 
of the affair. Rickar said, We will 
settle it right here, and began to 
take off his coat, when Chartz drew 
his pistol and fired, the ball taking ef- 
fect in Rickar’s left breast and lodging 
in the spinal column. Chartz gave 
himself up. Rickar was one of the 
most popular men in the county. He 
was to have been married intwo weeks. 
Rickar had no weapon of any kind 
when shot. Rickar died at 10:40 v. u. 
on Monday night.
